The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year 
and  there  was  no  undue  incidence  of  serious  notifiable  infectious  disease. 

There  were  18  more  births  and  9  fewer  deaths  registered  than  in  i960. 
The  number  of  deaths  exceeded  the  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  by  13. 


The  area  comparability  factors  for  birth  and  death  rates  given  in  the 
report  make  allowance  for  the  variations  in  sex  and  age  groups,  and  in  the 
case  of  death  rate  takes  account  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 
They  are  used  to  multiply  the  respective  crude  birth  and  death  rates  of  the 
area  so  as  to  make  them  comparable  with  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
Undue  importance  should  not  be  attached  to  the  rates  in  the  report  which 
are  based  on  very  small  numbers. 


Once  again  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  your  courtesy  and 
consideration  during  the  year,  and  to  thank  the  other  Officials  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation  especially  your  Public  Health  In¬ 
spector,  Mr.  Greenwood,  who  has  helped  to  complete  this  report.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  which  came  into  being  on 
1st.  April,  i960,  control  the  public  piped  water  supply  in  the  district. 

The  water  supplied  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality 
throughout  the  year. 

Particulars  supplied  by  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board . 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Board’s  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  water  supply  - 

The  Board’s  southern  district  comprises  the  Urban  District  of  Swanage, 
the  Borough  of  V/ are  ham  and  the  Rural  District  of  War  eh  am  and  Purbeck. 

The  water  supplied  derives  from  wells  and  boreholes  at  Briant spuddle, 
Worgret,  Bloxworth,  Corfe  Castle,  Ulwell  and  Church  Knowle. 

Water  for  Swanage  Urban  District  is  supplied  from  the  Corfe  Castle 
and  Ulwell  sources.

With  the  exception  of  the  Durlston  area  the  sewage  from  Swanage 
is  discharged  untreated  into  the  sea  off  Peveril  Point.  The  outfall 
sewer  for  the  Durlston  area  discharges  untreated  sewage  into  deep 
water  at  Durlston  Bay.  No  evidence  of  any  nuisance  has  been  observed 
or  reported  within  the  district  or  neighbouring  districts  as  a  result 
of  these  methods  of  disposal. 


As  a  result  of  a  landslip  which  developed  in  the  Durlston  Bay  area 
during  an  exceptionally  prolonged  wet  period  in  the  month  of  November, 

1  960,  the  Durlston  outfall  sewer  was  deatroyed  and  is  now  replaced  by 
temporary  sewers.  In  the  meantime  a  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the 
pumping  of  the  sewage  from  this  area  into  the  town  main  sewerage  system 
and  abolishing  the  outfall  sewer  in  Durlston  Bay. 

Surface  water  is  drained  mainly  into  the  Swanage  and  Ulwell  streams 
or  directly  on  to  the  foreshore.  In  some  areas,  however,  surface  water 
is  discharged  into  the  sewers.  This  latter  method  is  discouraged  so  as 
to  relieve  pressure  in  the  soil  sewers. 

The  flooding  experienced  in  i960,  due  to  the  sewers  in  Ulwell  Road 
and  Victoria  Avenue  becoming  surcharged,  and  the  flooding  of  houses  in 
Eldon  Terrace  due  to  the  stream  overflowing  its  banks,  was  not  repeated 
in  1  961  .

Disinfection 

There  is  no  steam  disinfection  in  Swanage,  but  where  this  type 
of  disinfection  is  considered  necessary  articles  of  clothing  and 
bedding  are  taken  to  the  Alderney  Hospital,  Parkstone,  to  undergo 
high  pressure  steam  disinfection.  Spray  and  fumigant  disinfection 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  staff. 
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Verminous  Premises 


There  were  two  cases  of  serious  infestation  of  premises  during 
the  year  and  Council  employees  carried  out  the  work  of  disinfestation. 

Refuse  Collection 


A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  throughout  the  town.  An 
additional  collection  is  made  during  the  summer  from  the  larger  hotels, 
cafes  and  restaurants.  This  collection  is  not  chargeable  and  is  in 
addition  to  any  collection  made  by  agreement  with  occupiers. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  outby  controlled  tipping  in 
disused  quarry  workings.  This  is  a  relatively  cheap  and  satisfactory 
method  of  disposal.  It  is,  however,  essential  that  precautions  be 
taken  to  prevent  the  tip  from  catching  fire,  otherwise  a  serious 
nuisance  will  arise. 


Clean  Air  Act, 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  for  the  abatement  of  smoke 
nuisance  in  the  area  during  the  year. 


Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1  9&0  has  enabled 
local  authorities  to  exercise  control  over  caravan  sites.  When  all 
the  requirements  of  the  conditions  made  under  the  Act  have  been  complied 
with  the  caravan  sites  in  Swanage  should  enable  those  people  who  prefer 
a  camping  holiday  to  enjoy  it  under  greatly  improved  hygienic  conditions. 

There  are  8  licenced  sites  in  the  district  capable  of  accommodating 
719  caravans,  in  addition  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council's  Municipal 
Caravan  Site  provides  for  a  further  201  caravans.  The  conditions  of  all 
sites  only  permits  their  use  between  April  and  September. 

Public  Conveniences 


There  are  three  public  conveniences  on  the  sea  front  all  of  which 
are  provided  with  washing  facilities  including  the  provision  of  hot  water. 
In  the  conveniences  where  there  are  no  permanent  attendants  hot  water  is 
provided  by  coin  meters.  It  is  regretted  that  in  these  conveniences 
certain  sections  of  the  public  abuse  the  amenities  provided  to  the 
detriment  of  the  majority. 

The  Council  erected  a  waiting  room  incorporating  sanitary  accommo¬ 
dation  and  washing  facilities  at  the  Victoria  Avenue  Car  Park. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply 

All  milk  sold  by  retail  in  the  district  is  either  pasteurised, 
tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested,  since  the  Urban 
District  is  part  of  a  specified  area  under  Section  37  of  "the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act ,  1  955 . 

Regulations  1 

The  above  mentioned  Regulations  -which  came  into  force  on  the 
1st.  January,  19^1,  removed  from  local  authorities  the  responsibility 
of  Milk  Licences.  All  Dealers'  Licences  are  now  issued  by  the  Food  and 
Drug  Authority,  while  Supplementary  Licences  are  abolished  altogether. 

No  milk  licences  were,  therefore,  issued  by  this  Council. 


Milk  (Special  Designation) 


A  total  of  36  samples  of  milk  was  taken  in  the  district  by  the  Food 
and  Drug  Authority  and  all  of  these  samples  passed  the  statutory  tests. 


Ice-Cream 


The  majority  of  ice-cream  retailed  in  the  district  is  pre-packed. 
There  is  only  one  manufacturer  of  conventional  ice-cream  and  one 
manufacturer  of  soft  ice-cream. 


Supervision  of  premises  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  30  samples 
were  submitted  for  the  methylene  blue  reductase  test  in  accordance  with 
the  Ice-Cream  (Heat -treatment )  Regulations,  and  the  followdng  results 
were  obtained  -

Food  Premises 

Food  premises  in  the  district  receive  close  supervision,  especially 
during  the  season  when  they  have  to  deal  with  a  population  greatly  in 
excess  of  the  normal.  Under  these  conditions  establishments  find  it 
increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  hygienic  practice 
in  food  handling.  However,  no  serious  breaches  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  discovered.  Minor  contraventions  were  dealt  with 
informally .

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HOUSING 


There  are  few  houses  in  the  district  which  can  “be  regarded  as  unfit 
according  to  the  standards  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  which  are  deplorably 
low.  There  are,  however,  a  number  of  houses  which  lack  one  or  more  of 
the  standard  amenities,  i.e.  a  fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom,  a  wash- 
hand  basin,  hot  water  supply  and  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food. 

It  is  disappointing,  therefore,  to  find  that  so  little  use  is  made  of  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  for  the 
improvement  of  properties  by  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  with  the 
assistance  of  Grants  under  Section  4  of  the  Act.  The  applications  received 
for  Standard  Grant  were  mainly  from  owner  occupiers,  little  use  being  made 
of  the  provisions  in  the  Act  for  improving  tenanted  property. 

Since  1 957,  when  the  last  houses  were  built  by  the  Council,  the  number 
of  applications  for  Council  accommodation  has  increased  by  52,  to  a  total 
of  159.  During  the  year  there  were  37  new  applications  for  Council  dwellings, 
7  applicants  were  rehoused  and  30  applications  were  withdrawn  for  various 
reasons. 


The  Council  has  still  under  consideration  the  acquiring  of  a  site  for  the 
construction  of  dwellings  with  welfare  facilities  for  old  people,  for  which  an 
appropriate  contribution  would  be  made  by  the  County  Council  under  their  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  welfare  housing  by  local  authorities. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  need  exists 
in  the  district  for  accommodation  for  two  categories  of  persons  -  elderly 
persons  and  newly  married  couples. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
8  fewer  than  in  1  9&0. 


No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  the  year.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  a  continued  freedom  from  severe 
forms  of  notifiable  infectious  disease.  No  case  of  diphtheria  has  been 
notified  since  1943>  and  no  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  since  1935. 

During  1 9&1 >  no  new  case  of  respiratory  or  other  forms  of  tuberculosis 
or  of  food  poisoning  was  notified. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Local  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  National  Insurance  that  sickness  benefits  increased  by  250  per  cent  in 
the  week  ended  4th.  February,  1  96l  .  There  appear  to  be  no  doubt  that  this 
was  due  to  an  epidemic  of  mild  influenza  in  the  district. 

An  outbreak  of  mild  gastro  intestinal  upset  amongst  pupils  and  staff 
at  a  school  during  the  month  of  September  was  investigated.  Result  of  a 
full  bacteriological  investigation  was  completely  negative.  There  was 
insufficient  evidence  to  reach  a  conclusion  as  to  the  cause  of  the  gastro 
intestinal  upset  and  there  was  no  evidence  that  it  was  due  to  any  food 
consumed  at  the  school. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  disease  apart  from 
seven  due  to  pneumonia.  There  were  three  deaths  from  influenza  which  is 
not  a  notifiable  disease. 

Immunisation 


A  very  high  percentage  of  children  in  the  Swanage  area  complete  the 
primary  course  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus 
and  polionyelitis  before  their  first  birthday.  This  excellent  response 
by  parents  in  getting  their  children  immunised  is  in  large  part  due  to  the 
efforts  of  the  County  Health  Visitor  for  the  district. 

Schemes  for  immunisation  are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  polionyelitis  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  on  the  first  and  third  Friday  every  month  from  2-4  p.m. 

Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
area  including  immunisation  against  smallpox. 

Immunisation  with  B.C.G.  of  the  older  age  group  children  is  carried 
out  at  schools  in  the  area  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  polionyelitis  include  all  ages 
up  to  40  years.  In  addition  priority  groups  include  medical  practitioners 
and  their  families,  ambulance  workers,  expectant  mothers  and  nurses.
